DEVICES TO DEFUSE 
BOMBS ARE STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
— ^The Justice Department, in 
cooperation with the Army and 
I the Navy, has sanctioned two 
research programs aimed at 
neutralizing homemade bombs 
and developing new bomb dis- 
posal techniques. 

I "Our goal is to reduce the 
posafbility of injury to those 
office and specialists who de- 
:fuse bombs,'* said Attorney 
General John N. MitcheU. 

He said the projects would 
be jointly funded by the De- 
parbnent's Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, the 
Army and the Navy. 

Sought in one project is a 
device to render inactive a 
; bomb's battery or main charge. 

A prototype is to be devel- 
' oped by the Army Materiel 
Command's Army Explosive 
Ordinance Center at Dover, 
N. J. 

The disposal project wiU be 
conducted by the Naval Ex- 
plosive Ordinance Disposal Fa- 
cility at Indian Head. Md. ^ 

It will include toting of 
current disposal equipment 
such as bomb blankets, bomb 
baskets, protective shields and 
helmets; development of new 
materials for such equipment; 
testing of techniques of neu- 
tralizing bmnbs; and studyhig 
explosives to determine their 
characteristics under varying 
conditions,
